Indorse Proposal 
To Lift Tax From 
Non-Profit Schools 


Local Officials 
Called Before The 
County Grand Jury 


John Haynes Holmes

At a meeting of the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Commerce 
Monday night, that body went on 
record as unanimouly endorsing 
an affirmative vote on I’roposi- 
tion No. 4, which will appear on 
the ballot at the special State 
election to be held June 27. 

The measure relates to the tax¬ 
ation of private, non-profit ele¬ 
mentary and high schools. Ac¬ 
cording to a statement issued by 
the Non-Profit School Tax Ke- 
llef Committee, California is the 
only State in the Union that still 
levies a tax on these institutions. 
F'lgures given out by that organi¬ 
zation show that there are 468 
of these private educational insti¬ 
tutions in the state, with more 
than 19,000 pupils in high school 
gr.'ides. and over .'j,0,000 in ele¬ 
mentary grades. 

It is claimed that, unless the 
tax is lifted, many of these 
schools will be forced to close. 


Sierra Madre city and school 
officials were called before the 
Los Angeles county Grand Jury 
to give a de.scription of local pub¬ 
lic buildings, j)articularly the 
.school building and to express 
their views on a propo.sed uni¬ 
form building code for sixth class 
sities, calculated to reduce the 
danger of damage due to earth¬ 
quakes. 

The code proposes the elimina¬ 
tion of ornamentation, superflu¬ 
ous cornices and fire-walls which 
are said to have caused the great¬ 
est loss of life in the March 10 
quake in the Long Beach area. 
Recommendation.s for adoption of 
the code will shortly be made by 
ihe grand jurors, it is understood. 

President Rudolph Hartman in¬ 
formed the jury that while the 
earthquake was sharp here, the 
gramm.ar .school building had .suf¬ 
fered no damage whatever not 
so much ns minor cracks in the 
walls, that the buildings had been 
thoroughly inspected by experts 
before the children were permit¬ 
ted to re-enter after the quake.

W HERE space is limited, it is 
economical and practical to 
combine the useful with the 
decorative. There are many sub¬ 
tropical fruits of unusual flav'or 
and food value as well as beauty, 
that have become acclimated to 
our Southern California condi¬ 
tions. Among the most important 
of these is the .Avocado. 

A well formed Avocado Tree 
will make a very ornamental tree 
in the yard. As they grow older 
they can be pruned up from 
underneath to form a shade 
If an Avocado tree is to be used 
as a shade tree it should be care¬ 
fully staked up from the begin¬ 
ning so that it will develope into 
a straight, tall tree. , , , ,

(Continued from Fuije One) 
are not recognized as papuer.s 

and cla.ssified as such. Pauperism, 
that agency contends, implies 
chronic destitution and is not ap¬ 
plicable to a person who is mere¬ 
ly destitute at the time of mak¬ 
ing application for relief. 

In order to clarify its position 
and purpose, the welfare board 
announces that the funds made 
available to Los Angeles county 
by the R.F.C. for relief work 
have been acquired under a mea¬ 
sure known as the "Emergency 

Relief and Construction Act of 
1932.” This act specifically states, 
the Bureau asserts, that these 
funds are made available to the 
states, and their political subdi¬ 
visions for the relief of destitu¬ 
tion. 

It is further stated by the 

County authorities that the R.^^.C. 
holds the Bureau of County Wel¬ 
fare to be the only agency which 
may determine which individuals 
in Los Angeles county are de.sti- 
luto, and their eligibility to re¬ 
lief. The reason for this precau¬ 
tions is held to be that in the 

past there has been .some com¬ 
ment that R.F.C. funds were 
sometimes acquired as wages by 
unemployed individuals who were 
by no means destitute. In order 
to prevent future irregularities, 
the Welfare Bureau .says, the 
.State Emergency Relief Adminis¬ 
tration definitely defines that the 
degree of destitution be .such that 
the individual is in po.ssession of 
no income, or one less that the 
budgeted amount which would be 
allowed him in ratio to the num¬ 
ber and condition of those de¬ 
pendent upon him were he a cli¬ 
ent of the Bureau of County Wel¬ 
fare. 

Residence qualifications are fixed 
by the R.F.CJ. at 12 months con¬ 
tinuous in Los Angeles county. 
Another important ruling is that, 
regardless of the amount of prop¬ 
erty an applicant owns, if such 
property be a frozen a,sset, and 
he can derive no income from it, 
he may qualify as de.stitute. All 
persons at present destitute and 
who immediately need either di-

The City Council of the City of 
Sierra Madre does hereby deter¬ 
mine and declare that weeds 
which bear seeds of a wingy or 
downy nature, or attain such a 
large growth as to become a fire 
menace when dry, or which are 
otherwise noxious or dangerous, 
are growing upon the streets, 
sidewalks and private property in 
the City of Sierra Madre, Cali¬ 
fornia, and that the .same consti¬ 
tute a public nuisance which must 
be abated by the removal of said 
noxious or dangerous weeds, and
